No one is more 
familiar with the beloved features 
of Washington than are the thou- 
sands of stamp collectors who 
glory in the gathering of the post- 
age stamps that have pictured 
this great American since stamps 
first came into use. Even before 
the official government issue in 
1847, the City of New York, 
chose a portrait of Washington as 
the design for a postage stamp 
which is today among the classics. 

Perhaps a brief history of the 
life of Washington will help fresh- 
en our memories of him on this 
anniversary of his birth. This 
brief biography is quoted from a 
small booklet by O. E. Hedges, en- 
titled, “Up From Washington.” 

“George Washington, the ‘Fath- 
er of his Country,’ was born in 
Westmoreland County, Virginia, 
February 22, 1732. But little is 
known of his childhood. His fath- 
er died when George was twelve 
years old. With the exception of 
mathematics in which he excelled, 
his education was elementary and 
defective—in all, he being largely 
self-taught. 

“At the age of sixteen, he was 
appointed surveyor of the enor- 
mous Fairfax property. Three 
years later, being then but nine- 
teen years old, at the first indica- 
tions of the French and Indian 
Wars, he was appointed adjutant 
of the Virginia troops, with the 
rank of major. At the age of 
twenty-one, he was given com- 
mand of the entire northern mili- 
tary district of Virginia. Through 
the French and Indian War of 
1753-54, he served in command of 
all the Virginia troops—showing 
marked ability. 






“He then married Mrs. Custus 
and settled at Mt. Vernon, where 
for twenty years he lived as a 
typical Virginia planter—in the 
meantime serving several terms in 
the state legislature. 

“His national career began with 
his being appointed a delegate to 
the First Continental Congress in 
1774. In June, 1775, he was com- 
missioned Commander-in-Chief of 
the armed forces of the United 














Colonies, and in July, took com- 
mand—refusing any salary for his 
services. In March, 1776, he drove 
the British out of Boston—from 
which time he was the foremost 
man of this country. He was ‘a 
great man—a great general—pos- 
sessed of wonderful judgment and 
self control—yet capable of bold, 
quick and decisive action.’ 

“July 4, 1776, the Declaration of 
Independence was adopted by Con- 
gress. Washington’s campaign of 
1776 and 1777, against the British, 
was said by Frederick the Great 
to be the most brilliant campaign 
of the century. During the severe 
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winter of 1777 and 1778, he en- 
dured the awful hardships of Val- 
ley Forge with his men. October 
19, 1781, after the siege of York- 
town, the British, under Cornwal- 
lis, surrendered to Washington— 
and America was free. 

“He retired, in December, 1783, 
to Mt. Vernon, but, in 1787, was 
called to preside over tne Federal 
Convention which framed and 
adopted the Constitution. 


“He was elected President of 
the United States, and served two 
terms, 1789-1797—refusing a third 
term. He again retired to Mt. 
Vernon, where he died suddenly, 
December 14, 1799—leaving no 
children. 

“He was a man of imposing 
presence and_ bearing—in his 
prime, being six feet, three in 
height, and weighing two hundred 
and twenty pounds. He was a 
born leader—a man of high ideals 
and lofty aspirations, yet humble, 
kind and _generous—and above all, 
honest. The ‘Cherry Tree’ tale is 
typical of his devotion to truth— 
‘He would not tell a lie.’ 

“A resolution was introduced by 
John Marshall and adopted by 
Congress, declaring him to have 
been ‘First in war—first in peace 
—and first in the hearts of his 
countrymen’.” 

A portrait of Washington on a 
postage stamp has been available 
to the public ever since the first 
stamp was issued in 1847. It is 
curious, too, that in the issue of 
1847 Washington’s portrait ap- 
peared on the 10c stamp while the 
5e value, the one most used was 
adorned with a picture of Benja- 
min Franklin. In all later issues, 
with the sole exception of the is- 
sue of 1869, the stamp that was in 
most common use was the one on 
which the picture of Washington 
appeared.

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“PHILATELY”

Hobbies! At some time or oth- 
er nearly every small boy collects 
stamps. A good many retain the 
youthful booty and thus the say- 
ing “A man without a hobby is 
prosaic.”» But now, not only the 
youngsters collect stamps but ev- 
erybody. Philately is art now, not 
mere child’s play. It is well and 
a pleasure to meditate on a hobby. 
A hobby expresses self and so 
should express you. Philately, or 
stamp collecting as it is better 
known, is an age-old hobby. Hun- 
dreds of dealers, publishers, publi- 
cations and various organizations 
have made this hobby world re- 
nowned. Permanent albums for 
collections have been manufactur- 
ed, yearly catalogues, conventions 
and exhibits are now a regu- 
lar event. Stamp collecting is a 
hobby of many advantages. Not 
so long ago it was merely a hob- 
by for the accumulator and stamps 
were considered solely on the bas- 
is of their intrinsic value. e Many 
stamps have made surprising 
jumps in value and netted their 
owners a good return as an in- 
vestment, another reason for the 
investment “craze.” Stamp _in- 
vesting may appeal to some but 
I believe the true philatelist is 
the collector who keeps the stamps 
which strike his fancy. If they 
increase in price so much the bet- 
ter; if not, well what’s the differ- 
ence, the collector has _ received 
some profit probably in the form 
of education or enjoyment. 

I am sure you all know how to 
start a collection so I will not de- 
scribe the procedure; but a few 
hints will not go to waste. Try 
to make your collection new, orig- 
inal, artistic and unusual; lay and 
plan your stamps in a pleasing 
way. A collection can be made at- 
tractive; neatness, cleanliness and 
order are the essential things to 
make a good collection. Waste 
paper can be removed from stamps 
by soaking them in water until 
the paper floats away; then lay- 
ing the stamp between blotters to 
dry. Never handle rare stamps 
with your fingers; use the stamp 
tong. Do not save damaged 
stamps. They are valueless no 
matter how rare. And remember, 
a philatelist is one who not only 
accumulates stamps, but who also 
studies them, thus gaining knowl- 
- which counts the most after 
all.

and 90c¢ values also pictured him. 
In this issue alone we find four 
different portraits or views. 

In 1861 we again find Washing- 
ton occupying the place on the 
stamp in most general use as well 
as being on the 10c, 12c, 24c and 
90c values. As in the previous is- 
sue, the 3c value is a profile view 
while the higher values show both 
a right and left full face portrait. 


The issue of 1869 has never 
been recognized as a commemo- 
rative set, yet it has all the 


earmarks of the present day com- 
memorative stamps. This set 
starts out with a picture of Ben- 
jamin Franklin, America’s first 
Postmaster General, then there 
comes a 2c value with a glorifica- 
tion of the Pony Express Rider. 
The crude Locomotive of the pe- 
riod is shown on a 3c value and 
Washington is moved up to the 6c 
stamp. The American eagle atop 
a shield, undoubtedly screaming 
defiance at the recent attempt to 
tear apart the Union is found on 
the 10c value. A steamship is 
shown on the 12c while the 15c 
depicts the Landing of Columbus. 
This value as well as the higher 
values of the set are printed in 
two colors. The 24¢c stamp re- 
affirms our belief in the declara- 
tion of Independence while the 30c 
value is very similar to the 10c 
in design and to top off the set, 
our first martyred President Abra- 
ham Lincoln is shown on the 90c 
value. While this set of stamps 
has never been recognized as a 
commemorative issue it is more 
than probable that such a thought 
was behind the issue by the men 
who conceived it. 

In 1870 we had acquired so many 
great men, figures of outstanding 
importance that Washington was 
given a place on but one stamp of 
the series which was put into use 
this year and which continued in 
use with frequent changes and ad- 
ditions until 1890. The 3c green 
of 1870 to 1882 is to our mind the 
most popular of all United States 
Stamps. Its various printings on 
many kinds of papers, its re- 
engravings and minor varieties 
coupled with the period of its use 
when fancy and freak cancellations 
were rampant and the vast quan- 
tity of the stamps that were 
issued and are available today at 
so low a price make it the ideal 
stamp for study and research. 

In rapid succession following the

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3c green came the 2c red brown 
Washington of 1883, the 2c green 
Washington of 1887 and in this 


same year a 3c vermilion of the 
same design as the famous 3c 
green. 


In 1890 the present small size 
for our postage stamps was adopt- 
ed. This size now in use has been 
the same since 1890 with the ex- 
ception of the various special is- 
sues that were placed in use from 
time to time. On the 1890 issue 
we find Washington still occupying 
the place on the stamp in most 
common use. 

In 1893 the Columbian Com- 
memorative stamps were placed in 
use and altho Washington has no 
place in this issue, stamps of the 
other issue were on sale at the 
postoffices at the same time so that 
his picture was still seen on our 
daily mail. 

In 1894 the work of printing 
postage stamps was taken over by 
the Government. The Government 
had_ previously printed fiscal 
stamps while letting the printing 
of postage stamps on contract to 
private concerns. In taking over 
the work the Government took 
charge of the plates of the 1890 
issue and instead of making new 
designs, altered the designs of the 
1890 issue by adding triangles in 
the upper corners and discarded 
the 30c and 90c value and issued 
stamps of 50c and $1.00 in their 
stead, at the same time also issu- 
ing stamps of a $2.00 and a $5.00 
denomination. Washingten _ still 
maintaining his place on the 2c 


stamp of the issue for 1894 and 
for the watermarked series of 
1895. 


In 1898 a change of color was 
made in several values of the set 
and the 2¢ stamp of this issue de- 
veloped numerous shades, some of 
which are quite rare. 

While this issue was still in use 
we were showered with two com- 
memorative sets, the Omaha issue 
of 1898 issued for the Trans-Mis- 
issippi Exposition at Omaha, Ne- 
braska, and the Pan-American set 
issued for the Pan-American Ex- 
position at Buffalo, N. Y., in 1901. 
Neither of these sets pictured 
Washington. 

In 1902, a newly designed per- 
manent set of much beauty was 
prepared. The 2c value of this set 
was so delicately engraved and 
there was need for so many copies 
that the plates did not hold up well 
and the design was altered to one 
with much of the fine lines and 
fine work omitted by an entire 
change of design. The original 
design was a very beautiful stamp 
and its short period of use had 
made it a very desirable stamp in 
unused condition. The substitute 
stamp which also bore a Washing- 
ton portrait was issued in 1903. 
This issue remained in use until 
1908 but during this period there 
were issued two special issues, the 
first in 1904 known as the Louisi-

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ana Purchase Exposition Issue for 
the great fair that was held in 
that year at St. Louis, Mo., and 
the second issue in 1907 for the 
Exhibition at Jamestown in cele- 
bration of the Founding of James- 
town in 1607. 

The series of 1908 is perhaps the 
most remarkable of any series of 
United States stamps in the way 
of having used Washington as the 
subject for the entire set from 2c 
to $1.00 the single exception being 
Franklin’s portrait on the le stamp 
of this set. Washington being 
shown on eleven of the twelve 
stamps in the set. 

In 1909 special issues were 
made, single stamps in each in- 
stance, the first to commemorate 
the hundredth anniversary of the 
birth of Lincoln, the second for the 
Alaska-Yukon Exposition and the 
third for the Hudson-Fulton Cele- 
bration. 


The original 1908 set was print- 
ed on the double line watermark 
U S P S paper that had been 
adopted by the Government in 
1895, and the stamps were perfor- 
ated 12, the same perforation that 
had been in constant use since 
1861. In 1909 an experiment was 
made with a new type of paper, 
all values of the 1908 set from Ic 
to 15¢ being printed on this new 
paper which had a bluish caste. 
This set has developed into quite 
a valuable one at this date. 

Beginning in 1910 several rapid 
changes took place in what had 
been the original 1908 issue. A 
change of watermark to a single 
line letter was first made. Then 
in 1912 there were several changes 
in the design of the set and some 
new values added. It was at this 
time that the 7c stamp came back 
into use, the second time that a 7c 
stamp has been issued and at the 
same time a 9c value, heretofore 
unknown made its appearance. In 
this year Franklin was removed 
from the 1c value and replaced by 
Washington and on the higher 
values beginning with the 8c stamp 
and running up through the set 
to and including the 50c value we 
find a new design with head of 
Franklin. The $1.00 value still 
being a Washington head. This 
issue with various changes of per- 
foration and watermark continued 
in use until the introduction of 
the current set in 1922-23. Thus 
we find that the original 1908 issue 
with changes and alterations cov- 
ered a period of fourteen or fifteen 
years, nearly as long as the orig- 
inal 1870 issue lasted. 


During these latter years a 
shower of commemorative stamps 
made their appearance and while 
it is the intention to check up 
principally on the Washington 
stamps at this time, it is advis- 
able to overlook the different com- 
memoratives of this latter period. 

We find Washington still oc- 
cupying the place of honor on the 
2c stamp, the one most used and 
it might be noted that this new 
set gives us many new faces as 
well as an artistic array of picture 
stamps for the high values. 

To complete the story of Wash- 
ington on our postage stamps we 
need but call attention to the Val- 
ley Forge Stamp of 1928. This 
stamp was issued in honor of the 
150th Anniversary of Washing- 
ton’s memorable year at Valley 
Forge. The design depicts Wash- 
ington kneeling in prayer. 

George Washington besides be- 
ing recognized throughout the 
length and breadth of the United 
States as the Father of His Coun- 
try is a man who stands out in the 
hearts of Stamp Colectors as their 
Idol. This without doubt because 
of the fact that his picture graces 
so many of the Philatelic Treas- 
ures that are in their albums. 
Therefore and for these two rea- 
sons any slight of this great figure 
is a blow at every stamp collector 
in the United States. 

Rupert Hughes, a man who has 
made considerable of a name for 
himself as an author and who late- 
ly has added to that fame as an 
author and biographer of George 
Washington has overstepped the 
bounds of common sense in a re- 
cent address that he made before 
members of Delta Upsilon at a 
weekly luncheon in New York City. 

This man Hughes has taken it 
upon himself to attack Washington 
and at the same time to attack 
him through the recent commem- 
orative stamp that was issued in 
1928 showing Washington in Pray- 
er at Valley Forge. Hughes claims 
the illustration on the stamp is 
false, that Washington did not 
pray in the snow at Valley Forge 
and that furthermore Washington 
was not the type of man that 
would be apt to pray at all. 

It would seem that Hughes is 
not the type of man who can con- 
ceive of a man of Washington’s 
type, praying. I can readily be- 
lieve many stories about George 
Washington, stories to do with his 
morals as well as his manners. It 
is easy for anyone who is a real 
he man himself to believe that 
George Washington drank his

SHOW REIMBURSES ITS 
UNDERWRITERS 100% 


One hundred cents on the dollar 
refunded with a surplus, besides, 
is the unusual outcome of the first 
annual A. P. S. Stamp Show held 
in the Twin Cities during August, 
1929, according to advice just re- 
ceived from Victor W. Rotnem, 
Secretary-Manager. 

Several months ago a 75% re- 
bate was made to shareholders, 
with the hope that a further divi- 
dend would be declared. 

Inasmuch as the Cleveland exhi- 
bition had returned some 50% of 
the rebates, the 75% rebate was 
considerable of a surprise. Now 
comes the climax, with an addi- 
tional remittance of 25%. 

The almost unbelievable feat of 
having been able to refund one 
hundred cents on the dollar is the 
most startling accomplishment the 
philatelic world has been treated 
to in several years. 


While the experiences of the 
New York show of 1926 and the 
Cleveland show of 1928 were no 
doubt partly accountable for the 
splendid showing, but there is no 
doubt that the men in the Twin 
Cities are entitled to the lion’s 
share of the credit. 

At the same time the conven- 
tion entertainment, managed by a 
separate committee, announces 
through its president, Gerald H. 
Burgess, that it, too, came through 
with a surplus. 

The first A. P. S. show was a 
considerable of an experiment. It 
was the first time a National 
Show was conducted at the same 
time as a convention of the Amer- 
ican Philatelic Society. Further- 
more, the exhibit was thrown open 
to all comers, and the procedure 
of Dog and Horse Shows was 
used. Ribbons were awarded for 
the best three entries in each 
class. Junior entries were permit- 
ted free of entry charges. 


_There was considerable skepti- 
cism from certain quarters when 
the ambitious program of a yearly 
stamp show was proposed. But 
with the remarkable showing of a 
100% refund on the first of a 
series which was held in a mid- 
western city in midsummer, there 
Is every indication that stamp 
shows are here to stay as a yearly 
event. 

No small share of the result is 
due to the splendid co-operation 
created through the co-ordination 
of three great stampic bodies, 
namely the Association for Stamp 
Exhibitions (represented by Al- 
fred L. Lichtenstein), the Ameri- 
can Philatelic Society (represent- 
ed by. Gustav M. Mosler), and the 
American Stamp Dealers’ Associa- 
tion (represented by Hugh M. 
Clark).

The despised Commemora- 
tive issues need not be overlooked 
for although they are condemned, 
they are collected eagerly on ac- 
count of their beauty. Nothing but 
new issues is another good field. 
In this line you would buy with a 
view to cleaning up your stock of 
any particular item and not re- 
stocking, take up the next new va- 
rieties that come, thus never ac- 
cumulating a stock but turning 
your money fast.

paragraphs that contain much of 
value to the stamp dealer or to 
the man who contemplates deal- 
ing in stamps. The gist of the 
matter in these notes is a sugges- 
tion that dealers should specialize, 
just as collectors specialize. It is 
pointed out that in these days the 
total number of stamps is so large 
that only the very best financial 
backing will permit a dealer to 
engage in a general stamp trade 
and successfully carry on a busi- 
ness with all kinds of stamps from 
all countries. It requires an im- 
mense amount of money to stock 
a good showing from everywhere 
so that the best thing that can be 
done is for the dealer to pick up 
some one country and specialize in 
that country. Let him build up a 
stock of both used and unused 
stamps, attempting to carry every 
number and all of the wide range 
of varieties of each number, let 
him carry blocks of four, plate

Publication for stamp collectors, with 
a net paid circulation of over 4000 
copies. This rapid growth we believe 
to be due to but two principal causes. One 
of these causes has undoubtedly been the low 
subscription rate that has been in effect since 
the first issue of the paper in November, 
1928.

PRECANCELS ON FIRST 
CLASS MAIL 


Reference to the P. O. Depart- 
ment ruling regarding the use of 
Precanceled stamps on first class 
mail is made in a recent number 
of the Postal Bulletin. Briefly, the 
method of their use is as follows: 

Under the conditions referred to 
in article 67 on page 16 of the 
July, 1929, Postal Guide, which 
govern the issuance of permits to 
use precanceled stamps on first- 
class matter, the mailer must 
place on each piece of such matter 
the date of mailing in connection 
with lines similar to those used in 
a cancellation postmark, such lines 
to pass over the precanceled stamp 
and thus further deface it.
